1 . EMBASSY REQUESTED TO SEEK APPOINTMENT AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE AT APPROPRIATELY HIGH LEVEL OF FOREIGN MINISTRY 
AND MAKE FOLLOWING POINTS: 

- BRAZILIAN DENIAL OF PERMANENT RESIDENCE PERMIT TO U.S. 

MISSIONARY THOMAS CAPUANO AND CONSEQUENT ORDER OF DEPARTURE 
FROM BRAZIL ARE SUBJECT OF CONSIDERABLE INTEREST AND CON- 
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CERN IN LIGHT OF MAY ARREST AND MISTREATMENT OF CAPUANO 
AND FATHER ROSEBAUGH. 

- WHILE U.S. RECOGNIZES RIGHT OF BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT TO 
MAKE ITS OWN DETERMINATIONS ON SUCH PERMANENT RESIDENCE 
APPLICATIONS, BACKGROUND IN THIS CASE NATURALLY RAISES 
QUESTION AS TO CONNECTION WHICH THE BRAZILIAN NEGATIVE 
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DECISION ON THE CAPUANO APPLICATION MAY HAVE HAD TO THE 
FACT MR. CAPUANO WAS VICTIM OF THE MAY INCIDENT IN RECIFE. 

- AS MINISTRY KNOWS, THERE ARE BRAZILIAN PRESS REPORTS 
CITING FEDERAL POLICE SOURCES TO THE EFFECT THAT THERE 
WAS A DIRECT RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN DENIAL OF PERMANENT 
RESIDENCE STATUS AND THE MAY INCIDENT. STATEMENT ATTRIB 
UTED BY PRESS TO PRESIDENTIAL PALACE SPOKESMAN IMPLYING 
SOME OVERRIDING BRAZILIAN NATIONAL INTEREST IN CAPUANO'S 
NOT REMAINING IN BRAZIL, WHILE PERHAPS NOT ENTIRELY CLEAR, 
DOES LITTLE TO DISPEL CONCERN THAT THERE MAY HAVE BEEN 
SOME ANIMUS AGAINST MR. CAPUANO. 

- THE U.S. GOVERNMENT HAS REMAINED DEEPLY INTERESTED AND 
CONCERNED THAT FULL JUSTICE, PROTECTION AND PROPER PRO- 
CEDURAL GUARANTEES BE ACCORDED MR. CAPUANO AND FATHER 
ROSEBAUGH. IT BELIEVES THAT IT IS ESPECIALLY UNFORTUNATE 
IF THE SPECIFIC GROUNDS ON WHICH MR. CAPUANO WAS FOUND 
INELIGIBLE FOR RESIDENCE STATUS WERE NOT FORMALLY PROVIDED

- WE WOULD REQUEST THAT THE MINISTRY PROVIDE US WITH AS

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- WE ALSO REMAIN ACTIVELY INTERESTED IN THE RESULTS OF

IBLE FOR ABUSES, AND WE WOULD HOPE THAT A REPORT WILL BE

WOULD APPRECIATE FROM THE EMBASSY AND CONSULATE RECIFE A 
LISTING OF ACTIONS TAKEN FROM TIME FIRST WORD OF BRAZILIAN 
DECISION IN CAPUANO CASE WAS RECEIVED BY CONSULATE AND 
EMBASSY OFFICIALS TO HIS DEPARTURE FROM BRAZIL JULY 21. 
SPECIFICALLY, WE WOULD BE INTERESTED IN ANY EXCHANGE ON 
THIS CASE WITH GOB OFFICIALS IN BRASILIA OR FACTORS WHICH 
IN EMBASSY'S JUDGMENT ARGUED FOR DEFERRAL OF SUCH CONTACTS.

1 . EMBASSY REQUESTED TO SEEK APPOINTMENT AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE AT APPROPRIATELY HIGH LEVEL OF FOREIGN MINISTRY 
AND MAKE FOLLOWING POINTS: 

- BRAZILIAN DENIAL OF PERMANENT RESIDENCE PERMIT TO U.S. 
MISSIONARY THOMAS CAPUANO AND CONSEQUENT ORDER OF DEPARTURE 
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FROM BRAZIL ARE SUBJECT OF CONSIDERABLE INTEREST AND CON- 
CERN IN LIGHT OF MAY ARREST AND MISTREATMENT OF CAPUANO 
AND FATHER ROSEBAUGH. 

- WHILE U.S. RECOGNIZES RIGHT OF BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT TO 
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MAKE ITS OWN DETERMINATIONS ON SUCH PERMANENT RESIDENCE 
APPLICATIONS, BACKGROUND IN THIS CASE NATURALLY RAISES 
QUESTION AS TO CONNECTION WHICH THE BRAZILIAN NEGATIVE 
DECISION ON THE CAPUANO APPLICATION MAY HAVE HAD TO THE 
FACT MR. CAPUANO WAS VICTIM OF THE MAY INCIDENT IN RECIFE. 

- AS MINISTRY KNOWS, THERE ARE BRAZILIAN PRESS REPORTS 
CITING FEDERAL POLICE SOURCES TO THE EFFECT THAT THERE
